“ I ra n the first stea m locomotive tha t 
wa s ever invented—ra n it on its tria l 
trip between Liverpool a nd London, a nd 
I a m a s a ctive toda y a s I ever wa s. ’’ 
The sptmker wa s Ca pta in Ja ck La w­ 
son of Pa duca h, Ky. He ma de tho a bove 
sta tement to a Republic reporter on a n 
Illinois Centra l tra in 
while he wa s 
crossing the Ea ds bridge to this city, 
where he comes to visit the only living 
tie of a ffection tha t he ha s left to cheer 
him in his old a ge. 
Ca pta in La wson is a decidedly unique 
a nd unusua l cha ra cter on a ccount of 
the fa ct tha t he is the oldest engineer 
in the United Sta tes. 
Ca pta in La wson rela ted the history 
of his eventful life beforo he rea ched 
the Union sta tion. 
“ I wa s born on Aug. 18 , 18 05, in 
La nca shire, Engla nd,” ho sa id. “ I wa s 
left a n orpha n when 1 wa s quite young 
a nd ha d to hustle for myself. 1 did va ­ 
rious odd jobs when I wa s a boy a nd 
fina lly drifted into Liverpool, where I 
served my a pprenticeship under Robert 
Stephenson, the inventor of the stea m 
engine. Stephenson wa s a good fellow, 
hut he wa s inclined to lie cross, a nd 
ma ny were the thra shings tha t 1 re­ 
ceived from him. 
“ But I stood tho punishment, a s it 
wa s a ca se of necessity, a nd fina lly 
Stephenson took a liking to mo. 
When 
he first a nnounced tha t he ha d invented 
a locomotive power tha t would suppla nt 
the old fa shioned sta gecoa ch a nd Eng­ 
lish cockney horses, he wa s ridiculed by 
nea rly every one. 
In fa ct, the na me of 
Stephenson wa s used a s a sta nding joke, 
hut he wa s willing tha t incredulous 
people should ha ve their fun a t his ex­ 
pense. 
“ When he fina lly a nnounced tha t ho 
would run a tria l trip from Liverpool 
to London, the people quit joking a nd 
beca me seriously interested. 
I well ro- 
momber tha t trip. 
The engine wa s un­ 
der the supervision of Mr. Stephenson, 
but I rea lly ha d cha rge of it. The police 
ha d to clea r the tra cks for us to get out, 
so dense wa s tho crowd. 
After we got 
out of Liverpool we expected to ma ke 
hea dwa y, but it wa s nea rly a s ba d a ll 
a long the route. The people swa rmed hy 
thousa nds. Although the time we ma de 
wa s necessa rily slow, still tha t trip 
demonstra ted 
to 
science 
tha t 
Mr. 
Stephenson’s invention wa s more tha n a 
more drea m. 
“ Six months la ter 1 ca me to America 
a nd brought the fir.st 
stea m 
engine 
a cross the ocea n tha t wa s seen in this 
country. 
I took the engine to Ba lti­ 
more, a nd the lir>t trip wa s ma de on 
the Ba ltimore a nd Susqueha nna to a 
medicina l spring r? miles dista nt. Tin 
America n people v. ore not so iuoredu 
lourf a s their Eng ish cousins, but they 
were more inquisitive, a nd a denser 
crowd turned out to see the tria l trip 
tha n there wa s in Engla nd. 
I ca n re­ 
member every deta il of tho trip to this 
da y. 
“ Two yea rs la ter I went to Virginia 
a nd took cha rge of a n engine on the 
Virginia a nd Roa noke ra ilroa d. 
I re­ 
ma ined there severa l yea rs a nd then 
ca me west. 
“ The engine tha t i brought over here 
only weighed eight tons a nd wa s pruc- 
tiea lly a pygmy beside the 00 ton mon­ 
sters of the present da y. 
Now there is 
something in the history of this country 
tha t I wa nt to disprove rigiit here. It is 
the sta tement tha t the engines of those 
da ys could not ma ke over JJ miles a n 
hour. 
This is a mista ke. Tho ♦ ngino 
tha t wa s used for the tria l trip in this 
country could ma ke a s fa st time a s those 
tha t a re in use a t the present time. 
“ I a m proud of one thing in my life, 
a nd tha t is tha t 1 never ha d a n a ccident 
while I wa s running a n engine. I h 
a v e 
ma de some noted runs too. At one time 
in my ca reer 1 ma de the run from Muy- 
field to Ba duea h, 26 miles, in 17 min­ 
utes.

Qua ck a j;otheeiiri< - bega n to spring up 
in the new la nd, a nd in 168 6 the colo­ 
ny ol Virginia pa ssed a la w which 
a mong oth* r thing- regula ted the prices 
a nd fees of the druggist. 
At this time 
it wa s fa shiona ble for the druggists to 
pra ctice surgery in a ddition to pha rma ­ 
cy, a nd the Virginia colony conta ined a 
la rge number o f people who were profi­ 
cient in both professions. Iu Ma ssa chu­ 
setts the business wa s la rgely m tho 
ba nds of India ns, schoolma ster*, old 
women a nd tea chers. The Sa lem w itch­ 
cra ft delusion reta rded the sprea d of the 
druggist for som etim e in the Ba y Sta te, 
for the popula r impression fa stened on 
the a potheca ries a suspii ion tha t they 
sold the potions tha t were supposed to 
produce the spells 
Among those who 
suffered persecution a t this time mixers 
of medicine a ppea r to ha ve been prorni 
nent. 
The drug shop ba d not yet become a 
distinct in.-tir.ution. 
It wa s usua lly a 
bra nch of the grocery or spice bu.-iuess. 
in 1647 one Giles Forma n of Boston 
ha d. however, firmly esta blished him 
self a s devoting specia l a ttention 
to 
pha rma cy 
In 1646 the first distinctive 
drug store in America wa s opened in 
Boston by Willia m Da vies. 
No doubt 
morn relia nce wa s pla ced on drugs then 
tha n now, when people a re beginning 
to recognize the la rge pa rt tha t fresh 
a ir, dietetics a nd other hygienic mea s­ 
ures pla y in tho sued ssful trea tment of 
disea se.—Lippincott’s Ma ga zine.

pa pers w ould lmv o it, from Spa nish guns 
or swords, but from

sm a llpox. On sev era l occa sions ho ha s been 
forced to ta ke v igorous steps to protect

The pa rticula r ca se which led 
to the reca ll or resigna tion of Mr. W illia ms 
wa s the im prisonm ent of tw o America n 
sa ilors cha rged with being filibusters. Mr. 
W illia m s dema nded their relea se a nd fol 
lowed the m a tter up with so much energy 
tha t th 3 Spa nia rds took umbra ge. 
Our 
gov ernm ent lia s sinoedem a nded indem nity 
for tho im prisonm ent of those sa ilors, but 
up to da te Spa in ha s not sa tislied the 
cla im . Spa in nev er pa ys a nything till the 
is compelled to pa y. 
Despite Mr. W illia m« ’ fa te Genera l Lee 
ha s performed his duty in the m ost v igor 
ous fa shion. The first tim e it beca me ta x; 
essa ry for him to m a ke a n issue with the 
Spa nish gov ernm ent wa s when Dr. Ruiz, 
a na tura lized America n citizen, wa s bru 
ta lly murdered in a prison in the suburbs 
of Ha v a na . 
The America n public is not

Genera l Lee's ea rnest effort to secure jus 
tiee.

sign if som ething v igorous were not dont 
Secreta ry Olney ca rried the ca se to Ma drid, 
a nd soon a fterwa rd .Scott wa s pla ced in a n 
ordina ry prison a nd wa s then expelled 
from the isla nd. 
M an t« <d i u Hrn ig n . 
Genera l Lee ha s not been a nxious to r<- 
ma in a t Ha v a na .
